| DR. KAGAWA ON CHRISTIAN EVANGELISM 


: - At the May meeting of the Tokyo District of the United Church 
fof Christ Dr. Toyohiko Kagawa, speaking on "Fundamental Problems 
FOL Christian Evangelism" said in substance: ‘According to statisti- 
~ cal reports, the number of Christian in Japan has increased by 

* 200,000 since the end of hostilities and now Catholic and Protestant 
e Christians are about the same. However, in the last few years the 
*& rate of growth has tended to decline. The reasons for this being 

; the increase of material aetheism, the production of erotic literature 
and the prevalence of crimes of violence on the one hand; and 
‘Minister-centered churches which lack organization for general 

- evangelism on the other. Evangelism, especially among laborers,, 
cannot succeed unlessthere is a lay organization for this purpose, 
The Christian message must enter into the lives of the puple, and 
‘the cooperative movement must spread. Without these Christianity 
will not thrive. Missionaries can engage in relief activities but 

~ the problem of eliminating poverty must be accomplished by the 

_ Japanese.”
